or attack on Austria. These -troops 
are taught actual use of the bayo- 
net long before,they even get a uni- 
form. 


In the case shown ia the photo- 


graph the recruit-is stabbing a1-dum- 
my figure with a bayonet, under~the 
instructions of non-commissioned of- 
ficers. He is taught the vital places 
in the human body that he may waste 
no strength. Every Russian soldier 
who withstands a charge of German 
or Austrian infantry will know where 
to place his "bayonet to end as quick- 
ly as possible the earthly career of 
his foe.

There are ten state positions, includ- 
ing governor and' United States -sena- 
tor to be filled toy each party, and an 
average of 20 places on the county 
ticket, including 'Congressman.

is an awful blight on our civilization, 
but it probably -will have the good 
effect of forever hereafter, prevent- 
ing warefare," said Governor James 
M. Cox today. "I think these Euro- 
pean nations with their 
improved 


•means of killing men 
will toe, so 


steeped in blood and will become so 
sick of death and devastation, -that 
they will be shocked into a sensibili- 
ty of the folly of war. 


"This possible result is the only 


justification for the terrible condi- 
tions that -.soon will prevail in the 
European countries now at war. I 
am glad this nation is not embroiled, 
and I hope we will continue to live, 
in- peace here. 
i State Auditor A. V. Donahey sug- 
gested that citizens of Ohio 
and 


every other state should begin imme- 
diately to" consider the intimate ef- 
fect the war will have in this coun- 
try, .by making high prices and slug- 
gish industrial conditions. 


"As soon as this European war is 


over, the United States will rise to 
the foremost world power," contin- 
ued Mr. Donahey. "We wilt wrest 
from Great Britain this place, for, 
we then will be called upon to fur- 
nish quantities of agricultural and 
industrial products. We will have a 
'business .'boom such as this country 
never saw before."

WAR DECLARED 


BY THE FRENCH 


MINISTER TODAY 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Paris, August 
4. — The French 


minister of war today issued the fol- 
lowing note: "The German ambassa- 
dor has demanded his passports and 
diplomatic relations .between France 
and Germany /have been 'broken off." 


"War is declared. 
. "The first act of the German's ac- 


cording to information from a posi- 
tive source to the minister of war 
was to execute M. Samain, former 
president of the French war society, 
who lived in Metz and to imprison 
all the members, of that society." 


The French government intends to 


introduce into parliament today sev- 
eral bills to meet the expenses of the 
war and to regulate business, 


Another measure to be introduced 


will extend the moratorium to other 
debts including house rent. 


Before diplomatic 
relations 
'be- 
tween France and Germany were for- 
mally severed last night Baron von 
Schoen, the German ambassador in 
an official letter to the French, gov- 
ernment declared French 
aviators 


had flown over the German and Bel- 
gian territory,, and that in presence 
of these premeditated acts of aggres- 
sion by the 'French the German gov- 
ernment considered itself in a state 
«of war with France. 


Premier Viviani in reply protested 
against the allegations regarding the 
French aviators and reminded the 
German ambassador that France had 
presented a note on Saturday last in 
reference, to the violation of French 
territory by Gernmny. 


In reply to the ambassador's dec- 
laration that a state of war existed 
Premier Viviani asked the German 
government to hand to the French 
ambassador in Berlin, his passports. 


Ambassador Jules Cambon has 


i>een instructed before leaving Berlin 
to "protest to the German govern- 
ment against its violation of the ter- 
ritory. of .:Luxemiburg -and against the 
presentation of a German ultimatum 
to Belgium. ' 
Further reports: from Luneville

the prohibitive cost of the struggle.

set Germany to the 
invasion of 


France. Whether she hopes to con- 
quer France before the slow Rus- 
sian mobilization brings her armies 
into action, and then to transfer her 
forces to the East to repel the Rus- 
sian attack may be very doubtful; 
but it is evident that she hopes to 
win victories in France before she 
has to weaken her attack to repel 
Russia.

He was associated with Rob- 
ert Fulton, the practical inventor of 
the steamboat, who introduced pano- 
ramas into Paris In 179G, but resigned 
in favor of Thayer perhaps in order to 
give his attention to the application of 
steam to boats.- Thayer raised a ro- 
tunda on the Boulevard Montmartre, 
whence comes the name of the Pas- 
sage des Panoramas. Bonaparte caused 
plans to be drawn up for eight pano- 
ramas, in which his conquests were to 
be shown to the Parisians, whom he 
always tried to impress with the mag- 
nitude of the achievements in order to 
keep them faithful to bis star. But 
these projects were never realized.

Pachuca is 
one of the most noted mining districts 
n Mexico, and It is said by geologists 
iat this remarkable spiked mountain 
Is out of keeping witb the remainder 
of the formation of the mineralized 
region. The stone is as hard as flint 
and has withstood" the elements for 
ages. The spikes form a natural bat- 
tlement that makes the mountain ap- 
pear from a distance like some ancient 
fort.

To make it 'more fragrant 
add a little oil of pepperjgrass. This 
liniment thus completed is a strong 
efficacious one to rub on the skin and 
so clean and fragrant,that even the 
most fastidious would not hesitate to 
use it—New York Telegram.

If fountain pens have not attained 


>erfect:ion in the present day it is not 
jecuuso their youth warrants their in- 
discretions, for, according to a writer 
n the Pali Mall Gazette (London), thin 
form of combined ink reservoir and 
pen has been in use for over 300 years. 
E. S. Bates/in his "Touring In 1000" 
shows, he says, that travelers wrote 
with them at that time. In the fol- 
lowing century they appear to have 
been in common use, a dictionary pub- 
lished in 1754 defining "fountain pen" 
as "a pen made of silver, brass, etc., 
contrived to contain ^a considerable 
quantity of ink and lei it flow out by 
degrees. To use the pen the cover 
must be taken off and the pen a little 
shaken to make the ink run more free- 
ly." -British patents were obtained for 
fountain pens in 3809, one being grant- 
ed to Joseph Bramah of Rock fame 
and another to F. H. Poelsch for a 
stylographic as well as a fountain pen. 


Tactful Dam Builder.

of the ancients Sir AVilliam Willcocks, 
the noted English engineer, said: "Cy- 
rus the Great controlled the Gyndes, 
a tributary of the Tigris, in a truly 
original manner.

States, has booked his passage on 
this vessel. 


The French government, the for- 


eign office and the military authori- 
ties, have expressed to Ambassador 
Herrick and Consul General Thack- 
ara their decision to deal with the 
Americans •who are still here, facili- 
tating their departure if they wish to 
leave or permitting them to remain 
without annoyance 
or 
embarrass- 


ments that can be avoided. 


Before leaving the 
capital 
last 


night the German ambassador, Baron 
von Schoen, entrusted the affairs of 
the Germany embassy and those of 
Bavaria to the American ambassador, 
Myron T. Herrick, 
in 
accordance 


with instructions received when he 
was told to demand his passports. 
Arthur Hugh Frazier, second secre- 
tary of the American embassy, re- 
ceived the imperial seal and keys 
from the departing diplomat. 
The 


ceremony being witnessed officially 
by two French army officers. 


The steamship offices, with the 


exception of those of the French line, 
closed this morning, but the Ameri- 
can line announced that its office 
would be opened at 3 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. 
The French liner France 


will sail for New York tomorrow 
with every possible place on her that 
can be occupied by a passenger tak- 
en. 


When the local branches of Ameri- 


can banking houses 
opened 
today 


long lines of Americans were wait- 
ing to withdraw their own deposits 
or cash checks given them "-by de- 
positors. 


The 
Germans 
have 
penetrated 


French territory at two points. They 
first entered Longlaville, in the de- 
partment of Meurthe-et-Moselle, a 
part of old Lorraine, near Longwy, 
and later invaded Cirey-sur-Vezousez 
in the same department. 
The Ger- 


man entry into the Dutchy of Luxem- 
burg was headed by thirty-five au- 
tomobiles filled with officers, these 
being followed by cavalry in force. 


Several fresh violations of French 


territory by German troops were re- 
ported today. 
Detachments visited 


outlying farms at Lepuix near Bel- 
fort and requisitioned cattle. 


A dispatch from Nish, Servia, to 


the Matin says the Austrian troops 
were defeated with heavy ^ loss in -a 
battle against the Servians on Sun- 
day near Semendria. 


Three regiments of Austr'ian in- 


fantry comprising nearly 10,000 men 
supported by heavy artillery, advanc- 
ed against the Servians, but were re- 
pulsed, leaving many of their num- 
ber dead and wounded on the field. 


A large force of Austrian troops, 


aided by a flotilla of monitors com- 
posed of twenty vessels, has been 
trying for the last six days to crosa 
the river Save into Servian territory, 
but has not succeeded in landing. 


A German army_ aeroplane last 


evening dropped three bombs on the 
French fortified town of Luneville. 
to the southeast of 
Nancy. 
Some 


property damage was caused, but 
there were no casualties. 


German troops today crossed into 


French territory near Mars-la-tour, 
where one of the most important bat- 
tles of the Franco-Prussian war was 
fought, Aug. 16, 1870. 


German troops continued through- 


out the night to harrass the French 
outposts along the frontier by mak- 
ing numerous raids into French ter- 
ritory. 
The French, however, re- 


fused to be drawn beyond the six 
mile zone left unoccupied along the 
frontier.
